Theodore Roosevelt 
makes n strong appeal for a bigger a ad 
stronger, army and .navy.He slates 
that they are needed in order to com- 
pel tho fighting nations on both1.sides 
of tho Atlantic: to.respcct.tho: lives,of 
the, citizens of. this country.-Jn his let- 
ter ho states that .there have bcon be- 
tween 2000. and 2100 men, (Women and 
children of this., nation . murdered by 
soldiers and sailors,on Iho fighting na- 
tions slnco last March, more than,were 
killed by the. lighting during the, Span- 
ish-American war In' 1S98. His letter 
follows:

Ocean arid tho Spanish Main. Now, 
tho lota! number of lives of non-com- 
Tjatants, Including many hundreds of 
wonlen' anil children,' thus' taken, ex-, 
cecds many times over tho aggregate 
In all tho sea fights of the war of 1812, 
both on tho American and on'tho.Bri- 
tish side. It Is over double tho num- 
ber of lives lost by tho Uritlsh sailors 
in Nelson's three great victories at the 
Battlo of Trafalgar, >dt the Baltlb of 
tho Nile and the Bailie, of tho'Baltic 
combined. It much exceeds the total 
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of our lasting national Interests, nnd 
sleadlly pursued by 
preparation and 


the^tudy of exjicrts, through a course
